Another 
leaves to-morrow, and several others will 
be ready by the middle of next week. ’

whom honor is due, and Gov. Morion’s ad- 
ministration always secures a large share 
of it for Indiana. New Y’ork comes next in 
order to Indiana, then Pennsylvania, and 
then Massachusetts.

the trestle work on that road was now 
burnt, and additional damage done to the 
track. The telegraph was down all yester- 
day; and BO dispatches received below Rus- 
sellville. 

There are several Union refugees here 
from Sumner county, Tennessee — one a 
Mr. Mclieod, who lives about eight miles 
from the tunnel. He reports Morgan’s 
headquarters at Ilartsvnie, fifteen miles 
from Gallatin, with forces of the same 
sort scattered on the road to Sparta. Tw’o 
of his neighbors were killed by the rebels. 
One was standing in his own door by his 
wife. Thepthcr, a Mr. Vaughn, was taken 
about ten miles towards Castillion Springs, 
and shot. Squire Brezeiitiue and two others 
were taken prisoners, and will probably 
share the same fate. From these facts it is 
the determination of the rebel soldiers and 
eitixens to prevent the repair of these 
roads, and permanently to cut (he line of 
communication between your city and 
Nashville. Capt Morrow, who escaped as- 
sassination in Russellville, some time ago, 
is here a refugee. He is weak, but reso- 
lute. It is apparent that a battle must be 
fought shortly between this place and 
Nashville, and the sooner, the fewer men 
will be required. Warbkn. 

Our correspondent's letter ia dated Sun- 
day, but may have been a misdate. A gen- 
tleman arrived in this city Monday night, 
who left Clarksville Sunday morning. 
There were no signs of a rebel force in the 
vicinity at that time, though of course one 
may have gone in at a later hour.

[Oeneeal Orders No. 1 ] 

1. Provost Marshals in the Department 
commanded by Brig. Qen. Boyle are hereby 
notified, that in obedience to General Or- 
ders No. 9, 1 have been appointed and have 
entered upon the discharge of the duties of 
Provost Marshal General of this Depart- 
ment. 

2. The Federal and State authorities, being 
now in harmony, it is intended as soon as 
possible to hand over to the State authori- 
ties the duty of keeping peace in the Stale. 
Ill the meanwhile, iudrisclminate arrests 
are strongly couJumnod. No arrests must 
be made, except for such enn.sex as are set 
forth in General Order No. 4, from the 
Headquarters of Gen. Boyle. The charge 
must he specific and supported by the 
written affidavit of one or more responsi- 
ble parties.

Washinotok, Aug. 19. 

AThe Treasury Department will begin the 
delivery of the new postal currency to-mor- 
row. It will be issued at tbe rate of $27,- 

000 worth a day. 

Gov. Andrew telegraphs to Senator Sum- 
ner that Massachusetts has six more regi- 
men ts ready for the field. 

Rumors are current to-day that the rebel 
Oen. Jackson is coming up the V'alley to 
outflank Pope and attack Washington, but 
there is probably no foundation for the re- 
port. 

The Navy Department is in receipt of 
rolumiuous dispatches from Admiral Far- 
ragut, and among them is the following: 

FL.tosuiP Hartford, Baton Rouuk, "I 
August 7th, 1862. j 

Sir: It is ono of the happiest moments 
of my life that 1 am enabled to inform the 
Department of the destruction of the ram 
-Arkansas, not because i held this iron-clad 
monster in such terror, but because the 
community did. On the 4tli inst., I sent 
the Tennessee up to Baton Rouge with pro- 
visions for Commander Porter and the gun- 
boats stationed at that place. On the night 
of the fifth she returned, with the informa- 
tion that the enemy had made a combined 
attack on Baton Rouge with tho ram and 
two gunboats. 

At daylight the Hartford was under way 
for this place, with orders for the other ves- 
sels to follow me as fast as they were ready. 

1 arrived here, to-day, at 12 n., in compa- 
ny with the Brooklyn, Westfield, Clinton, 
Jackson, and Sciota. I had sent the Cayu- 
ja up by request of Oen. Butler, in conse- 
quence of the guerrillas tiring into some of 
his transports. On my arrival I was in- 
formed by Commander W. D. Porter, that, 
yesterday morning, a( two o’clock, the ene- 
my’s forces, under Oen. Breckinridge, at- 
tacked Gen. Williams and drove in his 
pickets. 

Gen. Williams having bad ample warn- 
ing, all was prepared for him. The fight 
was continued with great energy on both 
sides till 10 a. m., by which lime tbe ene- 
my had been driven two or three miles, 
bat uafortunately the gallant Oen. Wil- 
liams was killed. Fortunately, he had in- 
formed Lieut, commanding Rausom the 
evening before, of his plans, and requested 
him not to fire again until he notifi^ him, 
and when he did so our gunboats opened 
with fine effect, throwing their shells di- 
rectly in the midst of the enemy, produ- 
cing great dismay and confusion among 
them. 

Lieut. Ransom had an oflicer on the State- 
house, which overlooked the adjacent coun- 
try, aud could direct the fire of our shells. 
.As soon as the enemy was repulsed Com- 
mander Porter, with the gunboats, went up 
the stream after the ram .Arkansas, which 
was lying about five miles above, apparent- 
ly afraid to take a part iu the conflict. Ac- 
cording to a preconcerted plan, as he came 
within gunshot he opened on her, and prob- 
ably soon disabled some of her machinery 
or steering apparatus, for she became un- 
manageable, continuing, however, to Are 
her guns at the Essex. 

Com. Porter says he took advantage of 
her presenting a weak point towards him, 
and loaded with incendiary shells. .After 
bis first discharge of this projectile a gush 
of fire came out of her side, aud from that 
moment it was discovered she was on fire, 
which he continued by his exertions to pre- 
vent being extinguished. They backed her 
ashore, aud made a line fast, which soon 
burnt, and she swung off into tbe river, 
where she continued to burn until she 
blew up with a tremendous explosion, thus 
ending the career of the last iron -clad on 
tbe Mississippi. 

There were many persons on the banks 
of the river witnessing the fight, in which 
they anticipated a triumph. 1 will leave 
a sufficient force of gunboats here to sup* 
port the army, and will return to morrow 
to New Orleans, and depart immediately 
for Ship Island, with a light heart, that I 
have left no bugbear to torment the com- 
munities of the .Mississippi in my absence.
